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City wants longer 
Center timetable

Machinery is in motion to prevent 
another surprise—similar to the 20 per­ 
cent bid overrun on the new fire station— 
when bids go out for the estimated $2 25 
million Civic Center in mid-November. 
The city received the official written 
notification Oct. 14 of a $1.36 million 
public works grant award to finance the 
majority of the first new city hall in 
Lompoc's history. Distributed through 
the federal Economic Development Ad­ 
ministration. the grant requires the city 
begin construction on the project within 
90 days of the official award letter, or by 
Jan 12. 1978 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers said 
the city tentatively plans to go to bid by 
the middle of next month with an 
original hope to open bids Dec. 15. But, 
Wahlers said the city would like to 
stretch that timetable by more than a 


month if possible. 
Wahlers said he is leery of the number 
of big construction jobs opening in the 
area later this year, especia ly the $11 
million Cal Poly State University library 
project. Bids for that new sis acture are 
scheduled to be opened Dec. IS, Wahlers 
said, two days before the city would open 
bids for the Civic Center. 
“We are a little concerned (the Cal 
Poly library) might take away some of 
the bidding from our project.” 
One possible reason for the $73,000 gap 
between the $350,000 estimate and 
$423,000 low bid on the fire station may 
have been the lack of bids submitted— 
there were just two. 
“I would like to (open bids) a little 
later if we can,” Wahlers said, “but I 
don’t know if we will be able to. 
“I will talk to EDA officials about an 
extension to see if we can’t wring out 
just a slight bit more time. We might be 


able to put it off slightly. 
“Probably the first of February would 
be better (to open bids), but I don't know 
if the EDA will go for letting us wait that 


In n e r ” 
Wahlers will meet with EDA officials 
during a m ultipurpose 
trip to 
Washington D C next week. 
Wahlers noted that estimates were 
proportionately higher on the Civic 
Center’s costs "so hopefully we won t be 
way out of line like (the fire station es­ 
timates).” Specifically, he said the per- 
foot costs of the 26,800 square-foot 
building were estimated higher than the 
fire station. 
Though he said it is still too early to 
speculate, the city administrator 
disclosed that the city already is looking 
at some possibilities to reduce the costs 
of the Civic Center in the event bids were 
substantially higher than cost predic­ 
tions. 
Garage sale rule changes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Supreme 
Court announced today it will try to clear 
up confusion about its “contemporary 
community standards” guideline for 
determining whether films and publica­ 
tions are obscene. 
The justices accepted for argument a 
case from Los Angeles in which William 
Pinkus. convicted of violating federal 
law by mailing obscene material, 
claimed the trial judge erred in telling 
the jury to include even the views of 
children in determining “community 
standards.” 


Obscenity has been one of the most dif­ 
ficult subjects the court has wrestled 
with over the years, And in 1973 the 
tribunal made matters even more dif­ 
ficult for lower courts by decreeing that 
a key test in the determination is 
whether a book, film or picture as a 
whole appeals to the prurient interest of 
“the average person, applying contem­ 
porary community standards.” 
The court, resuming public sessions to­ 
day after a two-week recess, also: 


—Let stand a ruling by the Idaho 
Supreme Court that a reporter who is 
sued for libel has no special privilege un­ 
der the Constitution to withhold the iden­ 
tity of news sources. 
—Disbarred John Mitchell and John 
Ehrlichman. the imprisoned Watergate 
cover-up conspirators, from practice 
before the high court. 
—On a 6-3 vote, cleared the way for the 
surrender of Indian activist Russell 
Means to serve a four-year sentence in 
the South Dakota state prison for rioting 
to obstruct justice. 
—Let stand a ruling which barred at 
trial a policeman’s eyewitness account 
of how a Dutchess County, N Y., doctor 
sexually assaulted an anesthesized 
female patient. 
—Rejected appeals by four death row 
inmates — Johnny Paul Witt in Florida, 
James Paul Bums and John Charles 
Shippy in Texas, and Leonard Preyor in 
Georgia. 
-Refused to consider a complaint that 
New Jersey state police have been 
harassing "long-haired travelers.”

to be topic for council

History books tell us that a Catholic 
nonk. Juniper© Serra, made his way up 
he California coast during the latter 
>art of the 18th century, establishing 
nissions in the hope of converting In- 
iians 
Now. some 200 years later, a pair of 
Buddhist monks are following, on foot. 


the same basic path Serra did. with the 
hopes of establishing a Buddhist 
stronghold in the Western world. 
The monks entered Lompoc Sunday 
night, by way of Highway I and are 
currently making their way through 
town 
They follow the same rules while on 
the road as they do in their monastery— 
with one « x c ep tio n ; After every three 


EVERY THREE STEPS, the monks must make a bow 
Supreme Court to tackle 


steps, they must make one full prostrate 
bow. 
Heng Chau, 30 and Heng Sure, 27, 
started their journey last May 7 from the 
Gold Wheel Temple in Los Angeles. If all 
goes as planned, they should reach their 
destination, the City of 10,000 Buddhas, 
by next May. Located in Mendocino 
County, the city is approximately 130 
miles north of San Francisco. 
“The purpose of what we are doing, is 
to Uke out a little hard work in the hopes 
of ending some of the suffering in the 
world.” explains Heng Chau, the 
spokesman for the two. “Specifically, 
ending the disasters and calamities— 
natural like the drought, floods, and 
earthquakes, and man-made disasters, 
like war. family discord, divorce, child 
neglect, and all the neglect of old 
people.” 
The trek is also a way for the monks to 
promote the newly formed City of 10,000 
Buddhas—the largest concentration of 
Buddhists in the Western Hemisphere. 
Their tedious, methodical way of walk­ 
ing and bowing has yielded nearly a mile 
and a quarter per day, or about the 
length of two football fields an hour. 
Both monks are thin, have closely 
shaven heads and are always attired in 
long brown robes over white cassocks. 
Underneath the cassocks, trousers are 
worn with pads sewn into the knees. 
While both monks dress identically and 
e a t the sa m e food (th e y are 
vegeUrians), their specific duties while 
on the trip are different 
Heng Sure has taken a strict vow of 
silence, while Heng Chau is permitted to 
Ulk "when it's useful”. It is his duty to 
take care of Heng Sure (h i name means 
“consUntly true” ), and handle all finan­ 
cial matters. 
“I’m sort of a man Friday,” says Heng 
Chau, whose name means "consUntly 
reverent". 
All their supplies are kept in their vin- 
Uge '50’s Pontiac sUtion wagon, which 
Heng Chau drives ahead each day before 
walking back to join Heng Sure. 
Because of their limited wanU and 
needs, they have had little problem ob- 
Uining food. They rely mainly on dona­ 
tions from passersby, but make it clear 
that they do no form of begging.

Formation 
meet slated 
in Lompoc 


The County Formation Review Com­ 
mission will meet in Lompoc tomorrow, 
for the first meeting locally since the 
commission was appointed by Gov Ed­ 
mund Brown Jr. 


The meeting is scheduled for Lompoc 
Library at 3:30 p m. 


No agenda has been released for the 
meeting, but the commission will 
proceed with organizational moves in 
preparation for producing a feasibility 
study on a proposed split of SanU Bar­ 
bara County. The committee and par­ 
ticularly John Flynn, chairman, of Ven­ 
tura County, and commissioners Dr. 
John D. Kay of SanU Barbara County’s 
south coast, are pushing for completion 
of the work and a countywide election on 
June 6 on the question of splitting the 
county 


The commission held its last meeting 
in Solvang and announced the meetings 
would be rotated between that com­ 
munity, Lompoc, SanU Maria and SanU 
Barbara 
The first meeting was held in 
SanU Barbara, the second in SanU 
Maria and now the fourth is scheduled 
for Lompoc. 


The revised ordinance is in answer to 
18 m onths of co m p la in ts from 
homeowners and city businessman alike 
“ concerning illegal garage sales 
(where) reUil sales activities are con­ 
ducted under the guise of garage sales,” 
according to a report to council from 
Community Development Director Jack 
Lam. 
The proposal requires prospective gar­ 
age sale vendors to sign a sUtement that 
they are not selling merchandise 
"acquired not consigned for the purpose 
of resale.” Further, the city may, under 
the revised ordinance, inspect a 
residence prior to issuing a garage sale 
permit to insure compliance. 
"Essentially.” said Lam this morning. 
"we want to keep residential areas 
residential areas, not business districts 
"Most garage sales are legitimate. 
The only problem we have is with a hand­ 
ful of people who want to operate a small 
business out of their home. 
"We have chased a few people all over 
town with pottery sales, nurseries, 
jewelry and all kinds of things " 
Lam said recent criticism of the loo­ 
per-year limit is unfounded because it is 
not new. and "has been in the original or­ 
dinance for years." 


"The limit of two garage sales per 
year is standard with most communities 
and coincides with the state’s definition 
of a business 
"You can have only two garage sales a 
year. otherwise you qualify as a business 
under state regulations and must get a 
business permit.” 
The proposed ordinance also would ex­ 
tend garage sale eligibility to all single 
family residences in the city. Under the 
existing ordinance, garage sales were 
limited to R-l and R-2 districts. 
In addition, the proposed ordinance 
would, for the first time, include 
charitable, non-profit, cultural-type 


organizations to conduct rummage sales 
and similar activities under the same 
permit category as garage sales. 
“We had some complaints from non­ 
profit organizations required to buy a $15 
commercial-use permit,” 
Lam said. 
“They argued. ‘We might only make $30 
and here we’re going to have to give (the 
city) $15 for a permit.”’ 
“The new ordinance will make garage 
sales a whole lot easier to administer.” 
Lompoc issues an average of 40 garage 
sale permits per month at $2 each. 
Lam noted that, although it is not a 
small-city dilemma, larger cities have 
been plagued recently with a barrage of 
professional garage sale schemes com­ 
plete with garage sale consultants. 
City Council will consider the proposal 
at a public hearing during their regular 
meeting at 7:30 p.m. in the School Ad­ 
ministrative Board Room, 1301 North A 
St. 
The council agenda is dominated by 
three more public hearings on: 
— The evaluation of city priorities for 
the use of $368,000 in 1978-79 Community 
Development Block Grant funds. 
The 
monies are tentatively earmarked for a 
Chestnut Avenue storm drain to connect 
into an H Street drain to be built later by 
the state. 
— A Planning Commission resolution 
urging council adopt an ordinance 
requiring conditional use permits and 
architectural Review Committee ap­ 
proval be used within one year or ap­ 
proved extension of time. 
Under new business, Lam will ask the 
city to seek a statement from Supervisor 
Robert Hedlund outlining the “jurisdic­ 
tional impact” of the General Plan Ad­ 
visory Committee’s recommendations 
on "Urban-Rural Limit Line.” Hedlund 
created the county committee to make 
recommendations regarding land use 
and the revision on the c6unty general 
plan.

“ We’ve taken strict vows not 
to solicit or beg,” states Heng 
Chau firmly. “ This is where 
Buddhists are different from a 
lot of other religious groups. We 
don’t hit people up for money in 
airports or anything like that, 
that’s not our style. If people 
want to make offerings, that’s 
fine, but we don’t ask. So far 
people have been very generous 
with contributions.” 
They eat their meal of bland 
food at noontime every day. 
Their diet forbids any meat or 
dairy products. Strong tasting 
vegetarian foods such as garlic 
or onions are also off limits. 
“ We eat one meal a day so as 
not to get all caught up in food 
and food desire,” says Heng 
Chau. “ That way we put our 
minds on our bowing and our 
mission.” 
Their bowing day begins at 
sunrise and ends at sunset, with 
only th eir m eal break in- 
between. From sunset to about 
l l p.m ., they read Su tras 
(books dealing with Buddhist 
philosophies), m editate and 
write in their journals. All work 
is done individually, there is 
very seldom any type of com­ 
munication between them dur­ 
ing this period. 
They awaken while it’s still 
dark. usually about 4 a.m ., and 
meditate again before hitting 
the road at sunrise 
Like many other people who 
reside at the Buddhist home, 
the Gold Mountain Monastery 
in San Francisco, neither monk 
ever lies down to sleep. AU sl­ 
eeping is done “ sitting up, in a 
meditation posture’’. 
UsuaUy a very open speaker. 
Heng Chau becom es a bit 
evasive when asked where the 
monks go at night. 
“ We try to disappear when 
our bowing is done because we 
don't have much to share with 
people outside of that," is aU 
Heng Chau will say. 
Because of the strict vows 
they take and the adherence to 
them. Heng Chau believes they 
have been spared the problems 
which would face many other 
people who might make such a 
journey. 
“ I’ve found the reason people 
hassle you is because they've 
been hassled, and the reason 
people fight is because they’ve 
been picked on If you don’t give 


anybody any edges to pick up 
on, and don’t give any bad 
vibes, then none will hassle 
you.” 
A Highway Patrolman per­ 
sonally took the monks yndpr 
his wing, according to Heng 
Chau, assuring them “ You are 
in my territory now, and if 
anybody hassles you, they will 
have to deal with me first.” 
According to Heng Chau 
though, observance of their 
vows can work both ways. 
While traveling through Santa 
B a r b a r a , the two m on ks 
decided to drive by the Santa 
Barbara Mission, which they 
had never seen before, a viola­ 
tion of their vow not to sightsee. 
"When we turned up the 
street to the M ission, our 
brakes in the car gave out,” 
claims Heng Chau. “ As soon as 
we turned back up the street 
away from the Mission, the 
brakes were fine.” 
When coming to obstacles 
such as bridges or intersec­ 
tions. which make their bowing 
impossible or dangerous, the 
monks have found a way of get­ 
ting around them without 
bre;.ring their vows. 
“ The vow is to bow once 
every three steps, but if s also 
not to be stupid or get killed” , 
Heng Chau explains. “ So what 
we do is count the steps it takes 
to go across the bridge or in­ 
tersection. divide by three, then 
bow in place on the other side. 
If the road gets loo narrow, we 
use a bike path, ll no bike path, 
we use the gutter, or railroad 
tracks, or frontage roads If ab­ 
solutely necessary, we will and 
we have bowed at night.” 


When they finally reach The 
City of 10,000 Buddhas, they will 
resume their roles as ordinary 
monks again. One of their 
primary functions will be to 
translate Buddhist scriptures 
into Western languages. 
Despite spending an entire 
lonely year on the road, the 
monks have no regrets about 
their undertaking. 


“ E v ery d ay is d iffe re n t, 
everyday is exciting.” says 
Heng Chau, indicating that he is 
also speaking for Heng Sure. “ I 
am hopeful that we are a little 
better and more peaceful for 
doing it. People touch us along 
the way. and hopefully, we do 
the sam e.”

county salary probe

An aura of mystery is beginn- 
ing to d evelop around a 
proposed salary study designed 
to check out inequities in pay 
among the several thousand of 
n o n -m an ag em en t coun ty 
employees 
The questions are beginning 
to surface among rank-and-file 
employees, who have watched 
managerial employees get the 
same 7 percent salary boost 
this y ear that they have 
received, and on the basis of a 
separate survey this fall win an 
award of another salary boost 
based on “ inequities.” The se­ 
cond boost this year for 
management group is effective 
Dec. 12 
Among the questions: 
— When will the survey start 
for the regular employees, or 
has it already started? 
— If inequities are shown to 
e x is t , w ill th ey be im ­ 
plemented. as they were with 
the m a n a g e m e n t g ro u p , 
numbering about IOO, or will 
they merely be placed under 
consideration, pending salary 
talks in the spring9 
— Will the supervisors — as 
rumored — actually receive 
some more "ammunition" soon 
to justify their own pay in­ 
creases as requested, in the 
form of a new, in form al 
"survey" as reported on behalf 
of themselves and other county 
elective officials? 
And would 
that also get priority over their 
survey? 
County authorities have now 
begun “ shadow boxing” with 
employee groups as another 
r und in the constant salary 
(niggle — in view of inflation 
impacts — gets under way with 
'he rank and filers. 
The County Employees 
As­ 
sociation started things off with 
a request Oct 18 to the board to 
“ recognize the sa la ry in­ 
equities” of employees other 
than the management and elec­ 
tive groups, after the Hay As­ 


sociates survey tor pay boosts 
for the latter group was for­ 
mulated. 
Associated President Carolyn 
Bedard cited a memorandum of 
understanding between the 
supervisors and the association 
stipulating a study as to in­ 
equities to be performed by the 
Personnel Department no later 
than next April I.

After Aragon was announced 
as a finalist among nearly 30 
candidates (one other male), 
some thought he would drop out 
of the race. 
“ But I got in. I’m going all 
the way — I’m not going to 
quit,” he said last week. 
The 5’5” , dark-featured 17- 
year-old was crowned Friday 
night as Lompoc High s first 
Homecoming "Monarch,” or, 
as he prefers. Homecoming 
King. 
Some people were reportedly 
disgruntled over Aragon’s win­ 
ning the annual popularity con­ 
test. traditionally reserved for 
girls. 
At a meeting with parents 
this month, Lompoc High Ad­ 
m in i s t r a t i v e Dean David 
Herber said with some am use­ 
ment — and more irritation — 
that because of Title IX. “ We 
can’t have a Homecoming 
Queen this year. 
It has to be 
Homecoming ‘Monarch.’ and 
hopefully it will be a girl.” 
(Herber also expressed disap­ 
pointment that this year stu­ 
dents. regardless of their sex, 
will probably have a choice of 
blue or white graduation robes. 


And with girls and boys not

House-Senate 
negotiators

Congress passed one stopgap 
measure to fund payrolls and 
programs for those depart­ 
ments until they get their new 
appropriations, but that funding 
ends Tuesday.

Today’s nationwide campaign 
of strikes and demonstrations 
was called by the Histadrut. the 
Israeli labor federation that is 


roughly the equivalent of the 
AFL-CIO in the United States 
It did not call a general strike 
but observers did not rule out 
that possibility. 
A walkout by maintenance 
workers crippled operations at 
Ben-Gurion airport and ground­ 
ed El Al. the national airline 
The El Al strike not only

The Washington-based Atlantic Council Sun­ 
day suggested strongly that a commitment to 
improve economic and social conditions, rather 
than political considerations, ‘‘should be the sole 
allocation criteria” for aid. 
The Atlantic Council, a private bipartisan 
group concerned with the formulation of foreign 
policy, made the recommendation in a 150-page 
report on “The United States and the Developing 
Countries.” 
The Atlantic Council has at least two State 
Department officials on its board of directors 
(assistant secretaries Richard Cooper and Rod­ 
ding Carter III) and such former high-ranking 
department officials as Henry Kissinger, Joseph 
Sisco. Kenneth Rush and Martin Hillenbrand 


“In a chaotic world situation, closer relations 
with the Communist countries might in fact 
prove to be attractive alternatives to some of 
our present friends” in the developing Third 
World nations, the report said. 
‘‘The issue thus comes back to what the United 
States and its friends should do, both by what 
specific means and in terms of how big an ef­ 
fort.” 
“lf this analysis is correct.” the Council said, 
“ it is in the interest of the United States to play 
an active intellectual and material role among 
the developed countries in seeking a basis for 
cooperation among all countries” on global is­ 
sues 
The report proposed three principal ways for 
the United States to help developing countries: 
concessional aid. including technical assistance , 
non-concessional 
public and private in­ 
vestm ents; and improved trading oppor­ 
tunities

WASHINGTON (UPI* - As 
of today most food, drugs or 
cosmetics packaged in aerosol 
spray cans powered by fluoro­ 
carbon gas must have a label 
warning that the gas could be 
harmful to the upper atmos­ 
phere. 
But consum ers m ay not 
notice much difference The in­ 
dustry already has largely 
switched from fluorocarbons to 
other gases 
The required warning comes 
after years of controversy over 
whether the gas can erode the 
ozone layer and allow more ul­ 
traviolet rays from the sun to 
filter through, increasing the 
risfc of skin cancer. 
The label is an interim step 
leading to a phase-out of flouro­ 
ta r bon gases in spray products 
by April. 1979. under the curent 
timetable 
The FDA labeling require­ 
ment does not apply to products 
where the use of fluorocarbons 
is considered essential. These 
include vaginal foam s and 
drugs used for inhalation 
therapy by asthma sufferers. 
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Several of the children who 
were buried in a tomb-like van 
in a rock quarry at Livermore.

for Christmas, even if some of 
them have to spend the holiday 
in jail. 
“ It w ill be my fourth 
Christmas in jail but I’m glad to 
be going back.” said Jay 
Turner, of Palo Alto. Calif., 
who is serving time for drug 
sm uggling at Santa Marta 
Acatitla Prison 
“We’re overjoyed to be leav­ 
ing this place The last days are 
going to be the hardest,” said 
Robert Fisher. 43. of Omaha, 
Neb . who has served more than 
three years for sm uggling 
marijuana 
Turner and Fisher are among 
240 Americans jailed in Mexico 
who will be transferred to the 
United States under the terms 
of the Mexican-American pris­ 
oner exchange treaty signed 
into law Friday by President 
Carter 
Another 335 Americans now 
in Mexican jails will not be so 
lucky this Christmas, either 
because they have appeals 
pending in Mexican courts or 
because they are still awaiting 
sentencing. 
Most of us would prefer to 
be in the U S under any cir­ 
cumstances,” Fisher said. 
“We’ve been physically and 
mentally tortured and sub­ 
jected to abuse we never would 
have been subjected to in the 
United States At least in a U S 
prison there is medical and den- 
ta l a t t e n t i o n , 
food and 
clothing." he said 
One incident that dramatized 
the plight of the jailed 
Americans was the prison riot 
e a r l i e r 
t h i s 
mont h 
in 
Guadalajara where rival gangs 
of Mexican prisoners killed 14 
inmates and in some cases 
mutilated the bodies 
“We’re all happy to be going 


home.” said David Alsop. 32, of 
Fort Lauderdale. Fla., who has 
served six months of an llMi* 
year sentence for smuggling 
marijuana 
The prisoner exchange treaty 
does not go into effect until 30 
days after the exchange of 
“ instruments for ratification 
between the United States and 
Mexico, expected to be done in 
Washington next Tuesday.

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Legislation may 
change community 
property stand 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - To 
increasing numbers of unmar­ 
ried Californians, the pop song 
refrain “ breaking up is hard to 
do’’ promises to evoke lawyers 
and contracts moreso than love 
and tears. 
The U .S 
Census Bureau 
reports that the number of 
sin gle p erso n s se ttin g up 
housekeeping is still small — 
about 2 percent of the nation’s 
48 million “ couple households ” 
But when those relationships 
end. unique legal issues dealing 
with changing lifestyles are be­ 
ing raised that the courts and 
legislatures are just beginning 
deal with. 
In California, legislation has 
been introduced that would 
create the legal presumption 
that property and earnings of 
an unmarried couple remain 
separate unless acquired jointly 
or under some sort of formal 
agreement 
The bill (SB822) by Sen 
Alfred Song. D-Monterey Park, 
was prompted, in part, by the 
landmark state Supreme Court 
decision in a case filed against 
actor Lee Marvin. 
In 1972. Michelle Triola sued 
Marvin for $500,000. contending 
she was entitled to one-half of 
the property accumulated by 
Marvin and herself during the 
six years they lived together 
Miss Triola contended that 
when she began living with 
Marvin in 1964 they both agreed 
orally she would abandon her 
singing career and Marvin 
would support her for the rest 
of her life 
She argued the 
agreement provided that the 
couple would pool their earn­ 
ings and share all property 
equally but would not marry 
The case was dismissed at 
the Superior Court level, but the 
state Supreme Court ruled on 
appeal that Miss Triola “ had 
standing” and ordered a trial on 
the m erits of the issue The suit 
is scheduled to go to trial next 
month. 
And there are indications that 
sim ilar suits are becoming 
more common and involving 
larg er am ounts of money. 
Actress Britt Ekland. citing the 
Marvin decision, sued rock star 
Rod Stewart for $20 million in 
com m u n ity 
p ro p erty a c ­ 
cumulated when they lived 
together between March 1975 
and last August 
Gloria Megino. a consultant 
ot the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, said the Song bill was 
designed to limit the Marvin 
d ecision and give judges 
guidelines on how. or whether, 
to split up community property 
developed outside marriage 
Hearings are scheduled for 
next month in Los Angeles and 
San Francisco Ms Megino said 
she expects the bill to undergo 


many changes as it moves 
through the legislature. 
Carol Burch, a professor at 
the University of California at 
Davis Law School, noted the 
Supreme Court decision in the 
Marvin case thrust into the 
open the legal problems sur­ 
rounding new lifestyles. 
Ms. Burch, a specialist in 
family relations law, said the 
Marvin decision showed that 
the legal system must now 
recognize “ m any different 
ways of living and look at the 
specifics of the situation and 
then decide what is fair and 
equitable.”

Auto expenses 
rise 7 percent 


Sponge in 'graveyard' 
spoils recovery effort 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
government 
oceanographer 
Sunday revealed efforts to 
retrieve a huge sponge growing 
in an atomic waste graveyard 
off the San Francisco coast 
failed when the creature slip­ 
ped away from a submarine s 
claws in rough water 
“ The claw on the submarine 
held the sponge securely as we 
cam e up 3.000 feet to the sur­ 
face. but when we got to the 
surface we were in moderately 
heavy seas,” Robert Dyer, an 
oceanographer for the Environ­ 
m ental Protection Agency. 
said. 
He said the rise and fall of 
waves began to tear up the 
sponge's fabric, and as he tried 
to transfer it from the metal 
claw to an open basket lowered 
from another vessel, it slipped 
away and drifted down into the 
water 
He speculated it may 
have been eaten by sharks 
Several fragm ents of the 
sponge, including a piece of a 
‘ h o ld fa st'* 
g rip p e r th at 
clam ped the barrels, were 
scraped off the submarines 
claw and will be studied. Dyer 
said 
Dyer and a Canadian pilot 
riding the miniature research 


submarine P isces entrapped 
the sponge among a pile of 55- 
gallon drums of nuclear waste 
at the 3.000-foot level near the 
Farallon Islands 
Thousands of barrels of 
radioactive waste were dumped 
near the islands between 1946 
and 1965 Dyer said there is no 
reason to believe the sponge 
and others like it are mutants. 
There were lots of sharks in 
the vicinity and I did not want 
to risk sending divers into the 
water to retrieve the speci­ 
men," he said 
Dyer said he was disappoint­ 
ed “ as I watched the sponge 
drift down past the submarine's 
observation window 
during 
the operation last week because 
scientists want to study wheth­ 
er the four-foot-tall oddities 
grasp the barrels so tightly they 
crack them, causing atomic 
waste to escape 
- 
Dyer said the barrels at the 
islands more than 30 miles west 
of San Francisco have provided 
an ideal living space for the 
seldom-seen sponges that take 
grip on smooth hard surfaces. 
The first barrel of atomic waste 
to be recovered from the dump­ 
ing site was hauled up during 
the expedition

since she contracted uveitis and 
lost her sight when she was 9 
The surgery performed on the 
woman last week was a suc­ 
cess. said Dr Jay Federman of 
Wills' Retina Service, but it is 
not known how much sight she 
will regain He said it would 
take months of care and special 
training 
If we're lucky, we might be 
able to get her to the stage 
where she can walk through a 
room using her eyes without 
bumping into things." he said 
“ The only thing preventing her 
seeing is the functional state of 
her own tissue 
“ I doubt the time will come 
when she can read print or 
anything like that, but for a 
person who bas been blind, just 
to be able to see someone in 
front of them — that represents 
a whole new world to that per­ 
son. 
he said 
Federman was the developer 
of *hc suction infusion tissue ex­ 
tractor. or SITE instrument, 
which was used in the surgery 
to suck the vitreous “ debris' 
from the delicate retina sur­ 
faces, 
Federman said the disease 
contracted by Miss Rodriquez 
formed cataracts and clouded 
the colored part of her eye 
“ The disease had caused the 
vitreous, which is the jelly part 
of the eye. to become opaque, 
completely white like a frosted 
window." he said 
He said this condition was not 
discovered until Dr. Joseph 
Calhoun had removed cataracts 
from her left eye. the only one 
that had shown any signs of 
light perception 
We found her retina was 
severely degenerated from all 
the disease process she s had 
but yet we feel that there is still 
functioning 
retina 
there " 
Federman said

DETRO IT (U PI) - The 


average owner of a typical 1977- 
model car spent 7 percent more 
- or at least $3,007 - to keep 
the car on the road for one year, 
according to Hertz Corp’s an­ 
nual auto expense survey. 
The estimate by the nation­ 
wide auto rental agency is 
based on what Hertz called the 
typical American car — a nor­ 
mally equipped, mid-sized, two- 
door sedan driven 10,000 m iles a 
year and kept for three years. 
The firm said 1977 costs 


averaged 30.1 cents a mile, 
compared with 28.1 cents a mile 
— or $2,810 — per year in 1976. 
Car expenses have risen nearly 
50 percent since the Arab oil 
embargo in 1973 when car costs 
averaged $2,020 a year, Hertz 
said. 
Expenses in the Hertz esti­ 
mate include gasoline, oil, 
p a r t s , s e r v i c e , r e p a i r s , 
licenses, fees, insurance, in­ 
terest and depreciation — the 
difference between purchase 
price and resale value. Parking 
and tolls were not included, but 
could add from 2 cents to 18 
cents a mile in major cities, 
Hertz said 
For the second year in a row, 


insurance premiums were the 
fastest rising expense of keep­ 
ing a car on the road, showing a 
12-month increase of more than 
25 percent to $560 annually. 
Hertz said. Since 1975. in­ 
s u r a n c e p r e m i u m s h a v e 
climbed 64 percent. 


“ For the average American 


driver, insurance now costs as 
much as gas and oil,” Hertz’ 
Vice President J E Menendez 
said, “ and the average new car 
price exceeded the $5,000 mark 
for the first time, totaling 
$5,211.” 
Actual expenses may vary ac­ 
cording to car size, number of 
miles drive, and length of time 
the car is owned. Hertz said. 
Smaller and more fuel efficient 
subcompacts can cost up to $700 
less and larger gas-guzzling 
cars can cost up to $340 more a 
year. 


Driving more than 10,000 


miles a year will lower the per- 
mile cost Hertz said, because it 
spreads out the expense over 
more miles The same is true if 
a car is kept for longer than the 
average three years. 


“ But, of course, in these 


cases overall annual dollar ex­ 
penses rise." Menendez said. 


The fuel efficiency estimates 


were based on typical equipped 
cars, including air conditioning, 
automatic transmission, power 
steering and power brakes.

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Former probation officer 
quits to sweep chimneys 
Uranium could lurk in plateau 


SEATTLE (UPI) - Carol 
Anderson opted for the tradi­ 
tion of chimney sweeping over 
her $15,000-a-year job as a 
juvenile probation officer for 
King County. 
The decision was a hard one 
because Ms Anderson has an 8- 
year-old daughter. 
“ I had to quit that job as a 
m atter of prin ciple,” 
she 
recalls 
“ Without juvenile 
delinquency I wouldn’t have 
had a job. In the end, it was 
self-serving.” 
Her friend, Beliz Brother, 
had becom e in terested in 
sw e e p in g 
c h im n e y s an d 
researched the subject. She 
noticed that Seattle had no 
persons who cleaned chimneys 
exclusively and decided to start 
a business. After some convinc­ 
ing. Ms. Anderson agreed to 
join. 
“ Sweeping chimneys is a 
necessity in Europe.” said Ms. 
Brother “ In the United States 
at one time there were places 
where citizens who didn’t get 
their chimneys swept were 
fined, because chimney fires 
could endanger an entire town. 
“ If there was no sweep, it

became the m ayor’s job to 
sweep the chimneys.” 
The increasing cost of other 
fuels has encouraged the use of 
wood to heat homes in the 
Pacific Northwest, which has 
an abundance of wood. And 
that’s led to some problems. 
"W hen everybody heated 
with wood people knew how to 
care for their chimneys,” says 
Bill W atkins, president of 
Fireplace Distributors in Seat­ 
tle. “ But it’s been several 
generations and much of the 
folk knowledge has been lost.” 


Ms. Brother went to Connec­ 
ticut and apprenticed with a 
practicing sweep to learn her 
business. Then she and Ms. 
Anderson set up business as 
August West Chimney Sweep 
Co., the same name used by the 
Connecticut firm. 


The sweeping cleans out not 
only soot and dust but also 
creosote, the sam e material 
used to protect piers from rot. 
It is creosote, which tends to 
build up most when pine is used, 
which can catch fire inside the 
chimney 
August W est Chim nm ey 


Sweep Co. charges $35 for a 
sweep and. with a giant vacuum 
cleaner and a weighted brush 
which drops down the chimney, 
the sweepers can do four or five 
chimneys a day. 
“ The English once used 
children as chimney sweeps, 
because they were able to crawl 
in tight places,” says Ms. 
Brother. “ They used geese for 
the sam e reason. Adult sweeps 
wore tuxedos they got out of 
garbage cans because they 
were free They wore top hats 
for luck — to keep from falling 
off roofs. 
“ We don’t wear tuxedos — we 
wear black clothes — but we do 
wear top hats on the roofs and 
we haven’t fallen yet.” 
Some of their custom ers 
have, at first, made an issue of 
their womanhood. 
“ People say things like ‘are 
you sure you girls can do it?” ’ 
said Ms. Brother. “ Once we 
clean their chimney quickly and 
efficiently, and show them how 
to check their chimney so 
they’ll know when to call us 
next, they are enthused They 
call their friends and recom­ 
mend us.” 


PULLMAN. Wash. (UPI) -

ploration,” says Lankston. 
The search for uranium in 
eastern Washington is nothing 
new The metallic element was 
first discovered in the region 30 
years ago. and a small uranium 
mine has been in operation for 
more than a decade on the 
Spokane Reservation.

New kind of pants 
able to save lives 


CULVER CITY. Calif (UPI) 
— Clumsy-looking trousers that 
save the lives of accident vic­ 
tims are gaining in popularity 
among em ergency m edical 
teams across the nation 
Dr 
Robert Fitzgerald, a 
parademic liaison physician for 
David M 
Brotman Mem orial 
Hospital, said the pants literal­ 
ly squeeze blood from the legs 
and abdomen of accident vic­ 
tims to the heart and brain 
which need it most 
“ It s taking the patient’s own 
blood and recirculating it.” he 
said “ It s tranfusing somebody 
about two units of their own 
blood " 
The trousers, called MAST 
for Medical Anti-Shock Trou­ 
sers. are quickly fitted on 
persons bleeding excessively 
from injury, or suffering from 
shock and loss of blood from in­ 
ternal bleeding 
They originally were deve­ 
loped by the U S 
Army and 
their prototype was used as 
long ago as the Korean War to 
help stabilize soldiers until they 
could be transported to more 
complete medical facilities. 
‘They came into their own 
during the Vietnam W ar.” 
Fitzgerald said 
“ They were 
used in the some of the field 
hospitals when they did not 
have blood available " 
The city of Miami * emergen­ 
cy medical rescue system was 
believed the first to place the 
trousers into use for civilian 
emergencies 
The basic principle behind 


squeezing the blood back from 
the legs and the veins in the ab­ 
domen to the heart so the heart 
can pump it to the organs that 
need it.” 
He said the trousers are snap­ 
ped on one leg at a time and a 
sm all pump fills a rubber blad­ 
der with air The bladder fills 
up. starting with the ankles 
toward the waist, squeezing one 
leg at a time and then the ab­ 
domen very tightly. 
“ Usually in a shock situation, 
the body is pretty smart about 
where the blood should go The 
idea is to get the blood to the 
brain and the heart " 
The trousers can remain in 
place for X rays, electrocardio­ 
gram s or drawing of specimens 
while a hospital staff prepares 
the patient for surgery 
The 
fabric of polyurethane-coated 
double-layered nylon can be 
washed easily for re-use 
Fitzgerald said the trousers 
are used bv paramedics and in 
the emergency room for car ac­ 
cident victims and gunshot and 
stab wound victims. In some 
cases, they also are used with 
people with high blood pressure 
whose blood is leaking from the 
aorta, the large artery leading 
from the left side of the heart. 
“ On the battlefield they have 
been used by some vascular 
surgeons 
It s a godsend to 
some patients We can stabilize 
literally within 30 seconds until 
we're able to perform some 
oth er kind of d e fin itiv e 
procedures." Fitzgerald said.

“ Geological information, in­ 
cluding satellite photographs, 
suggests that a thick layer of 
sedim entary m aterial which 
may contain uranium deposits 
has accumulated in the inter- 
layers of the basalt flows near 
Cheney and Davenport.” 
Going one step fu rth er. 
Lankston says there s a great 
deal of sediment and source 
rock around the entire rim of 
the Columbia Basin Plateau in 
Washington. Oregon and Idaho. 
He says groundwater action 
from the mountains surround­ 
ing the plateau could have, at 


one tim e, c a rrie d b its of 
uranium from eroding rocks 
into sediment at lower eleva­ 
tions. 
But unlike the unique, near- 
surface deposits on the Spokane 
R eserv atio n , 
the 
potential 
uranium-bearing sedim ents lie 
beneath basalt flows, making 
detection and access difficult if. 
in fact, they do exist.

The blitzing, stunting Santa Maria 
defense which had been so unstable all 
year finally came through for the Saints 
Fnda> night, propelling them to a 21-7 
wit over Cabrillo at Dave Boyd field in 
Santa Maria 
The Saints held Cabrillo. who was 
without the services of running back 
Bryon Banner, to just 170 total yards, 
their lowest Northern League total this 
year 
E xcept 
for their first quarter 
touchdown drive, the Conqs never were 
able to hold onto the ball for more than 
seven plays in a row In fact, if not for a 
tncky reverse play, which caught the 
Saints completely off guard. Cabrillo 
might not have scored at all. 
Cabrillo got their lone touchdown just 
five minutes into the game, with the ball 
on the Saint 28-yard line. 
Q u arterb ack D erek A villan oza 
reversed out. pitching the ball to tailback 
Paul Purter. who started sweeping to the 
right Purter tossed it to flanker Tim 
Jones who started to sweep left, then 
flipping the ball back to Avillanoza 
Avillanoza spotted Victor Johnson on the 
5-yard line with no Saint within 20 yards 
of him, and casually tossed the ball, with 
Johnson running untouched into the end 
zone 
“It worked perfectly, right to the let­ 
ter,” said Conq coach Ed Knowles. 
“It was just like we drew it up on the 
blackboard It was a play we felt we 
could run against Santa Maria because 
they had some problems with our 
reverse last year.” 
But that was one of the few bright 
spots of the evening for the Conqs. 
The Saints came rushing back and on 
their first play from scrimmage, follow­ 
ing the kickoff, quarterback Gary 
Crabtree hit John Wicks for a 34-yard 
touchdown pass tying the game at seven 
Thirty seconds later, Santa Maria 
defensive lineman. 
Harold Rameriz, 
scooped up a Cabrillo fumble on the ll 
and trotted to put the Saints in the lead 
From that point on, Cabrillo was un­ 
able to sustain any kind of a drive. 
Their longest one of the evening was 
for 29 yards, as they turned over the ball 
three times, under the pressure of Santa 
Maria's heavy stunts and blitzes 
“They seemed to always be at the 
right place at the right time,” said 
Knowles “They’d stunt a man through a 
hole on the right, and sure enough that’s 
just where our ball carrier was planning 
to go They just couldn’t miss ” 
In Lompoc's 38-21 win over the Saints 
last week, the Brave linemen had fits 
over trying to pick up the stunts and for 
Cabrillo. it was no different. 
“We just made a lot of mental errors.” 
claims Knowles. “We blew a lot of as­ 
signments. where we could have picked 
up a lot of extra yards, if they had been 
done right “ 
The Saints gave Cabrillo wide open op­ 
portunities to pass. at times when they 
lined up in a goal-line defense on first 
down 
But Avillanoza could only com­ 
plete two of the nine passes he at­ 
tempted. and one of those was on their 
dtpsy-doodle touchdown play. 
“They weren’t really playing sound 
defense, technically, but we couldn’t 
take advantage of it,” confesses 
Knowles. “If we tried to do some of the 
things that they do on defense, we d get 
killed But it just seemed to work for 
them that night." 
Santa Maria scored their final 
touchdown in the third quarter, when 
halfback James Steele broke loose 
through the middle of the Cabrillo 
defense for a 44-yard run. 
In giving up 14 points. Knowles felt his 
defense did a good job. 
“They were never able to sustain a 
drive on us Both their touchdowns came 
on big plays There was no consistent 
scoring drive.” 
Knowtes also felt that the alleged late 
hits and unnecessary roughness that 
Northern League coaches have been at­ 
tributing to the Saints, had little to do 
with the outcome of the game. 
“It didn t make any difference at all. 
said Knowles “ If there were any infrac­ 
tions. the officials did a good job of call­ 
ing them ” 
The officials did call more than the 
average number of penalties against 
Santa Maria, as the Saints were docked 
for 130 yards. 75 in the fourth quarter 
alone 
Outside of the loss itself, Cabrillo s

It took seven years but Pirates 
finally beat Paso Robles, 12-7 


Raiders make up 
early-season loss 
for

Wil Stensland stood in the rain outside 
War Memorial Stadium in Paso Robies 
Friday night and smiled, savoring the 
victory he had first sought seven years 
ago. when his current players were in 
fourth and fifth grade 
His unpredictable Santa Ynez Pirates 
had just upset CIF’s No. 1-ranked team 
in the Desert-Mountain Conference for 
the first time since the Los Padres 
League began play in 1970 
The score was 12-7 as the Pirates over­ 
came an early Paso score with two TD 
passes to tight end Steve Arellano and an 
inspired defense to silence a shocked 
Bearcat Homecoming crowd. 
The victory gives the Pirates a 3-4 
record for the season but more impor­ 
tant a 2-0 LPL record, ahead of the Bear­ 
cats' 2-1 (6-1 overall). 
With only relatively weak Morro Bay 
and St Joseph left on the SY schedule, 
the Pirates have a clear path to their 
first undisputed league crown and the 
first LPL crown ever that Paso Robles 
has not at least shared 
“We finally came together as a team.” 
said Stensland with satisfaction if not 
originality. 
“Vince Welbaum played more tonight 
tnan he has in all the other games put 
together yet he played like he d been 
playing all his life. 
“ And Ken Gentry played a helluva 
game 
“To lose two key linebackers in the 
course of the game (Howard Hanson and 
Chip Huns) and have people come off the 
bench and play like they did means they 
had prepared themselves this week.” 
Bryan Combs and Scott Foss played 
both ways to fill in in two other Pirate 
manpower em ergences: two sick cor- 
nerbacks. 
“ When you consider the role Scott 
plays on offense, it’s an awful lot to ask 
to play defense too Yet he neutralized 
their best receiver (Steve Mitchell). 
“Aaron Petersen was super and I think 
having Randy Jones available to come in 
took some of the pressure off him 
Losing coach Joe Zeno appeared stun­ 
ned as he stood in the hushed Paso Ro­ 
bles locker room and tried to answer 
questions 


“They came with the right attitude I 
thought our kids played well, but we 
dropped passes and made mistakes. 
“You’ve got to give Arellano credit. 
He made the big plays. 
“We just got beat by a determined 
football team ” 
Arellano not only scored both SY 
touchdowns but caught a critical third- 
down pass to sustain the second 
touchdown drive 
The Pirate offense featured everything 
from a spread formation that lined up 
two parallel groups five yards apart, to a 
shotgun setup, to a quick kick 
“We hoped it would confuse them.” 
said Stensland. 
Against a team like that 
you have to try anything, but it was our 
regular offense that finally won for us. 
Specifically it was the open field runn­ 
ing of Foss for 104 yards and the 
Petersen-Arellano combination for five 
completions for 74 yards and the two

The Pirates opened with their spread 
formation but Foss wouldn’t get hold of a 
behmd-the-line pass from Petersen and 
Paso recovered on the SY 17. 
Loren Croson went through a truck­ 
sized hole on the right side three plays 
later so with less than two minutes gone 
the Bearcats already led 7-0. 
The Pirate offense was bottled up on 
its next three possessions, but so was 
that of Paso Robles.

White’s Bears played a nearly letter-perfect game Satur­ 
day in beating Southern California, 17-14, a victory that 
helped Stanford take over first place in the Pac 8’s Rose 
Bowl race, a game ahead of the Trojans, Washington and 
UCLA. Cal is next at 2-2 and technically still alive but for the 
Bears to make it (no team has in recent years with two los­ 
ses) they would have to beat Washington, Oregon and Stan­ 
ford while USC and UCLA would have to lose at least one 
more game. 
“It’s still not impossible for us,” says White, "and as long 
as we have any chance we have to think we can do it. In any 
regard. I think Cal is a bowl team. We needed to win a 
crucial, critical type game and that we did in beating SC 
Cal s defense, rated No. I in the Pac 8 before the USC 
game, yielded Charles White, Lynn Cain, Dwight Ford and 
Mosi Tatupu 301 rushing yards but outside of a 62-yard run by 
Ford did a good job of shutting the Trojans off in “must” 
situations. 
The Bears took a 10-point lead with a little more than 12 
minutes left, which forced the Trojans into a passing game, 
not the team’s strong suit.

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
There were two things about 
my interview w ith Bernie 
Casey that intrigued me. One 
was that he was. of course, a 
great pro football player and I 
welcomed the chance to discuss 
football with an insider 
The 
other was that he has the 
reputation of having a chip on 
his shoulder, about the black is­ 
sue. and that's always ticklish 
to handle 
So much for preconceptions 
I detected not one sign of a 
chip. on his sh o u ld e r or 
elsewhere 
And. as for inside stuff about 
football — 
I have promised myself. 
Case\ said, with a smile, but a 
hard smile, ‘that on interviews 
from now on. there would be no 
football talk 
I prom ised 
mvself that if anybody asked a 
football question. I might bop 
him on the nose " 
He is a large man 
I have a 
sensitive nose 
Mostly, we 
talked about his acting career 
It is going well 
It should be 
Casey is a tall 
and very good-looking man He 
is in good shape 
You might 
think that his good shape comes 
from his having indulged in 
some athletic endeavor before 
he became an actor, but we 
don't talk about things like that 
He is also a pretty good actor 
He has studied his new trade 
And he continues to study He 
says he hopes, some day. to 
broaden his scope and try his 
fine hand at directing and-or 
producing 
To that end. " he says. “ I am 
constantly learning 
I don't 
want to be frivolous about my 
directing and producing. I want 
to know what I m doing When 
I'm on a set now. I ask the 
various craft people about what 
they do and how they do it 
That way. when I produce or 
direct I’ll be able to talk to 
them and know what I'm talk­ 
ing about .” 
Casey is a far cry from the 
pro athlete most of us think of 
when we think about pro 
athletes, if we ever do He is an 
artist, a poet, a thinker, a 
gentle-man He plays down the 
athletic side of his past so much 
that the canned biography, is­ 
sued by his public relations peo­ 
ple. doesn t even mention it at 
all. 
And. actually, that may be 
the way to do it As he says, he 
started out in life to be an a r­ 


tist. Poetry and painting were 
his chief passions as an em erg­ 
ing teen-ager 
He played foot- 
b a ll, b u t th a t w as ju s t 
something that came easily

scholarship offers

Sticky skillet problem 


By Polly C ram er 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLAY - I bought a cast iron skillet and 
washed it before using but then the handle became all 
sticky. I have been told I should have treated" the 
skillet before attempting to use it. Could you tell me 
how to do this and will it take the stickiness off the 
handle? - VAIJSRIE. 
DEAR VALERIE - Your skillet should have been 
seasoned before using. Wash and scour with rn mild 
cleanser. Do this to the handle too and that may stop 
the stickiness. Wash off and dry thoroughly. Apply a 
generous coat of salad oil or unsalted fat to the inside 
of the skillet with either a paper towel or a brush. 
Put in the oven set on low heat and leave for a couple 
of hours but every IS m inutes or so rub the fat around 
again. 
When rem oved from the oven wipe all grease out 
with a paper towel, wash well In soap suds, rinse and 
dry. The first few times the skillet is used a little of 
the unsalted fat should be rubbed on the inside as the 
seasoning process takes a bit of time. That sticky 
handle may be caused from grease or a coating that 
was on the pan. I would keep working on it with a 
steel wool pad and cleanser. There is nothing like a 
cast iron skillet for frying chicken, etc. - POLLY.

The Cadinty Board of Super­ 
visors tfday will act upon a 
request I of Supervisors David 
Yager and William Wallace to 
upgrade- the county’s Office of 
Enviraiunental Quality to full 
department status. Presently 
the OEQ is a division under the 
office of Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond Johnson. 


In just four years, the OEQ 
has grown from a four 
employee office to 12 full-time 
and three part-time workers. 
The office has a budget of ap­ 
proximately $2 million. 


OEQ’s responsibility is sup­ 
posedly to determ ine if 
projects in the county are 
compatible with the environ­ 
ment. They can determine if 


projects require a “negative” 
impact or they can order that 
p ro je c ts req u ire an en­ 
vironmental impact report.

The'typewriter case 


As a taxpayer we were not particularly 
amused over the fact last week that the 
school district had to pay a pawnbroker 
$150 to get back an electric typewriter 
that was stolen from Lompoc High 
School in August. 
However, after looking into the situa­ 
tion. we find our sympathy with the 
school district and no place to direct our 
anger 
The facts are simply 
that the thief took the 
electric typewriter to 
a pawnshop in Los 
Angeles and collected 
$150 from 
the 
pawnbroker. 
The 
L om poc 
P o l i c e 
Department, in in­ 
vestigating the theft of 
the typewriter (ac­ 
tually the theft of 
three typewriters) dis­ 
covered the machine 
in the pawnshop and notified the district, 
trict. 
In previous years, all anybody had to 
do when their stolen property was dis­ 
covered in a pawnshop and they

produced evidence that it was. indeed, 
their property, was retrieve it from the 
pawnshop 
The pawnshop owner was mandated to 
return it. 
Not so today. A new law provides that 
only a magistrate can release stolen 
property from a pawnshop. The reason 
for the new law is simply that the pawn­ 
brokers were being ripped off by tlever 
operators who worked in conceit. One 
person would go into a pawnshop, hock 
an expensive item and a few days later 
the partner would go into the pawnshop 
and produce evidence of ownership and 
the article would have to be given to him. 
The school district was faced with 
either going to court to get the 
typewriter back which would have en­ 
tailed considerable travel and court ex­ 
pense. far more than the typewriter was 
worth; buy a new electric typewriter and 
forget the whole affair; or pay the 
pawnbroker the $150 he had shelled out to 
the thief. They could not collect on the in­ 
surance policy for the district has a 
$2,500 deductible policy. 


They chose the later course. 
The only other recourse left is the hope 
that the thief is caught and that he has 
$150 in his pocket.

WASHINGTON - Several of the 
nation’s most high-powered corporations 
have joined in a conspiracy to kill the un­ 
born Consumer Protection Agency. An 
awesome array of corporate powers 
has succeeded in blocking the proposed 
agency for more than eight years. 
They include such 
companies as Armour, 
Armstrong 
Cork, 
Bethlehem Steel, Exx­ 
on. Firestone, Georgia 
P a c ific . 
Maytag, 
Shell. Sun Oil and 
United Airlines. 
They have formed a 
pressure bloc which 
they call the Ad Hoc 
Consumer 
Issu e s 
Working Group. TTiis 
lobbying force has 
pulled 
w i r e s , 
scratched backs and twisted arms on 
Capitol Hill. It has also provided blister­ 
ing. anti-consumer speeches for willing 
congressmen 


Despite these efforts, the consumer 
legislation squeaked through the House 
Government Operations Committee last 
May by a 22 to 21 vote. It would create a 
small, independent, non-regulatory 
agency to represent the consumers in the 
policy councils 


But the horrified business nabobs saw 
it as an institutionalized Ralph Nader, 
with all the harassment powers of the 
federal government. They got busy 
behind the scenes, therefore, lining up 
votes to strangle the agency in its crib. 
But the pro-consumer congressmen 
engaged in some backroom strategy of 
their own. They worked out an agree­ 
ment to modify the legislation to satisfy 
some of its critics. This might get the bill 
past the formidable opposition that the 
Big Business lobby has organized in the 
House. 
Word of the compromise leaked out 
and the alarmed corporate powers called 
an emergency meeting the other day at 
the Washington Hilton There was much 
bellyaching and backbiting. Some 


businessmen complained that no one let 
them know what was going on. Others 
cursed the Carter administration for try­ 
ing to sneak the hated legislation past 
them. 
Armstrong Cork’s blunt-spoken Em­ 
mett Hines, who presided over the secret 
session, was not interested in a com­ 
promise that would satisfy both sides. He 
just wanted to bury the Consumer 
Protection Agency. “The better the 
bill.’’ he snorted, “the worse it is for 
us ” 
Another participant also rejected any 
concessions, warning the assembled 
business tycoons to remember the 
“Trojan Horse’’ story. The moral of the 
story was to beware of strangers bearing 


8ifts 
Still another warned that the White 
House would throw its full weight, 
behind the bill because “there is a big 
need for a White House victory, and this 
could well be it.” 
The assembled tycoons agreed to 
make a last-ditch effort to defeat the 
consumer bill. Already, congressmen 
are being bombarded with calls and let­ 
ters from their friends with corporate 
connections 
THE WRIGHT MAN: Hardworking 
Joe Shosid is a one-man band who beats 
the drums for House Democratic leader 
Jim Wright in Fort Worth, Texas. 
During the past two campaigns. Shosid 
ran Wright’s congressional office in 
Texas, served simultaneously as 
Wright’s campaign treasurer, disbursed 
campaign funds to his own advertising 
agency and purchased campaign ads 
through him self. Here are the 
fascinating details: 
Shosid drew a $27,000 annual salary 
from the taxpayers until the end of last 
year. He also owned a firm called Adver­ 
tising Unlimited, which handled Wright’s 
political advertising during the two cam­ 
paigns. He funneled $42,855 in campaign 
business through his own agency. 
Last December. Shosid sold his adver­ 
tising agency and gave up the campaign 
treasurer’s post to avoid even the ap­ 
pearance. he said, of a conflict of in­ 


terest. To ease the sacrifice. Wright 
quietly increased his congressional 
salary to $38,000. 
As campaign treasurer, Shosid 
previously helped raise $132,435 for the 
congressman’s 1976 campaign, although 
Wright had an easy campaign and didn’t 
need the money. Many of the contribu­ 
tions came from the aerospace, con­ 
struction and highway lobbies that need 
a friend like Wright on Capitol Hill. 
Both Wright and Shosid talked to us at 
length. The congressman admitted 
Shosid’s juggling act was “unusual’’ but 
insisted it was “not unethical.’’ Wright 
added that he was unaware any income 
at all had gone into Shosid’s firm. 
Shosid claimed that most of the money 
went to pay for ads and commercials, 
with only about $5,000 going to the firm 
in commissions His total profit on the 
campaign, Shosid told us. was no more 
than $1,000 
Footnote: Wright himself is a skilled 
advertising man and collected $6,000 in 
fees from the Shosid firm several years 
ago. 
WASHINGTON WHIRL: Rep. Bob 
Leggett. D-Calif., is fuming over an inci­ 
dent at the White House, friends coni .de. 
He stopped by to present his con­ 
stituents’ views on California water 
problems. When he came out, part of a 
White House tree had fallen on his car, 
causing some $250 in damage. 
— Last July, we revealed that a House 
communications subcommittee staff had 
written a scathing report, blaming the 
networks for the daily diet of murders, 
rapes and muggings on television. There 
is a sequel to the story The report was 
q u ie t ly w a te r e d down by the 
Republicans One Democrat complained 
that they “ totally whitewashed the 
networks.’’ In the showdown, Chairman 
Lionel Van Deerlin, D-Calif voted with 
the Republicans for the sweetness-and- 
light report. He happens to be a former 
broadcaster His broadcast background, 
countered a congressional spokesman, 
gave him the expertise to decide the is­ 
sue. 


On the Right by 
William F. Buckley Jr. 
Self­ 
conscious 
lawyer 


Addressing recently a spirited gather­ 
ing of law students, I got the reassuring 
impression that a professional self- 
concern pricks at their conscience, and 
there is hope that if they are not soon 
narcotized by the general preoccupation 
with getting and spending, this will be a 
generation that effects 
reforms so greatly 
overdue. 
Ten years ago, the 
phenomenon of the 
self-conscious lawyer 
was also familiar. But 
he appeased himself, 
or tended to. by as­ 
sociating himself glad- 
ly with any anti- 
establishmentarian 
cause. Those were the 
lawyers who, driven 
by a full-blooded an­ 
tinomianism, egged on their clients to 
protest this or that mos or folkway. 
These lawyers are still with us. 
demanding consumer unions, presuming 
conflicts of interest, seeing racial and 
social injustice in the loaf of bread baked 
by the sweat of an honest baker’s brow 
Paraphrasing Henry Mencken on the 
puritans, a public service lawyer is the 
man who is afraid that somebody, 
somewhere, is making a profit. 
Although that preoccupation with the 
law is not the distinguishing feature of 
this season’s discontent, die young men 
and women about to become lawyers 
seem to feel that their profession is sub­ 
stantially discredited, and as a matter of 
fact that is correct. They point to the 
public attitude poll that recently listed 
lawyers as having fallen sharply from 
the plateau they once shared with 
bricklayers and grape-pickers and other 
honest men who make an honest living 
The explanation they prefer for their fall 
in the general esteem is that it all has 
something to do with Watergate. Nixon 
was a lawyer, Mitchell was a lawyer So 
was Ehrlichman. Dean. Liddy, on down 
the line. Could this be why? 
Then there is the very high cost of 
legal service, about which they feel 
guilty, though to be sure ambivalent. But 
they read the figures, and wince just a 
little bit. A Cabinet officer whose income 
for the practice of law the year before 
was a half million dollars. TTiey wonder 
out loud: Can that man have been prac­ 
ticing law. or exercising influence? They 
read about the bills of the lawyer who 
defended the Watergate crowd. Two. 
three, four hundred thousand dollars. 
These are surrealistic figures, and 
they prove very simply one thing, name­ 
ly that the structure of the law is un­ 
sound H orowitz m ay be worth $10,000 a 
day or — if you insist — Mick Jagger. 
But lawyers who routinely charge $2,000 
for a day’s work are taking advantage of 
a system whose protracted rhythms 
were once enumerated by Hamlet as a 
cause for suicide Why don’t lawyers ef­ 
fect reforms within their own profession, 
thev wonder’’

Dear Mr. Crompe. 
Regarding recent criticism of the 
Lompoc Advisory Committee to the 
General Plan, I would like to make some 
comments and correct a few erroneous 
statements. First of all, this is an ad­ 
visory committee. The committee is not 
attempting nor is it legally empowered 
to take away property rights such as an 
owner s right to apply for a lot split 
However, this committee does make 
recommendations and perhaps these 
recommendations are what concern Mr. 
Ries as stated in his letter published on 
October 24th. 
The Advisory Committee is attempting 
accomplish certain goals which in­ 
clude: 
1) To obtain a reasonable estimate of 
the population capacity of the Lompoc 
Valley. 
2) To recommend a planned pattern of 
growth that would not adversely alter 
the present quality of life and environ­ 
ment. 
My family also resides in Cebada Ca­ 
nyon. We live here because it has a rural 
surrounding. If we had desired to live in 
an area that could be sub-divided into un­ 
its smaller than 20 acres, we would have 
chosen an area where that was possible. 
The 20-acre minimum zoning has been In 
effect in Cebada Canyon for 17 years 
(8/22/60). 
The recommendation of the Advisory 
Committee by a unanimous vote was for 
Cebada Canyon area to remain outside 
the tentative urban-rural line thus 
preserving its rural nature. Mr Ries’ 
concern about this decision having far­ 
reaching effects on future development 
are unfounded unless he is planning a lot- 
split(s) on his property. Since this would 
change the character of Cebada Canyon, 
I would be adamantly opposed to any lot- 
splitting here. If Mr. Hies were allowed 
to do this as his property right, then 
others would also have this right. Even­ 
tually we’d be living in a subdivision in­ 
stead of a rural surrounding. 
Mr. Britt Johnson, County Planning 
Director, clearly stated in a letter to Mr. 
Ries which was read at the Advisory 
Committee on October 13th, that each 
owner of the 10-acre zoned parcels would 
be able to build a home, use and sell his 
property as 20-acre units; this would 
hold true if, in the future, the zoning 
were changed to 40 acres in this general 


area by the Board of Supervisors. 
It is my impression that Art Hibbits 
and the entire Advisory Committee have 
been very patient in listening all these 
weeks to specific complaints and endur­ 
ing personal verbal attacks. This is a 
republic. We have elected officials who 
appoint citizens to advise them. When 
this advice does not coincide with an in­ 
dividual or group’s desires, as in this 
case, they challenge the “qualifications’ 
or “motives’’ of or make personal insults 
on individual members of the commit­ 
tee. This approach is very unfortunate 
and I feel it has very little to do with the 
General Plan.

And correctly so A young, brilliantly 
trained, philantropically inclined at­ 
torney once confessed to me that if he 
were up on a murder rap. he could not af­ 
ford to retain a lawyer to take such ad­ 
vantages of the law as he recognized 
were available to him. Justice beyond 
the reach of the average individual is in­ 
justice The fatuous solution is to come 
up with a grand system of federal sub­ 
sidies. For lawyers The sensible way to 
do it is to simplify the law. recodify 
procedure, make waste unprofitable 
Hold those playful law yer s in 
Washington who amuse themselves by 
circulating catch-all subpoenas to every 
tenth name in the telephone book respon 
sible for harassment where harassment 
is proved. 


The deeper problem, as I view it, is 
that the lawyers, in an age of relativism, 
nibble away at the root of the 
epistemology itself. Suddenly nothing is 
really knowable. The Supreme Court of 
the United States discovers every year 
or so something in the Constitution not 
only that hasn’t been discovered before, 
but something which the formulators of 
that particular article or amendment to 
the Constitution specifically rejected 
But it becomes law. This is called 
casuistry, and casuistry is one of the dis­ 
eases of a decadent order in which peo­ 
ple refuse to rely on basic cognitive 
skills, and have no faith in sequential 
argument. It is lawyers that can take a 
plain recitation of facts, turn it upside 
down, shake it. marinate it with doubts, 
and trundle it upstairs to a higher court 
for reconsideration. 


“It has become a ridiculously difficult 
thing to do,” one older judge recently 
said, “to prove plain matters of guilt or 
innocence.” It is lawyers who have come 
up with an understanding of the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States that makes it 
apparently impossible to stop wholesale 
crime. Lawyers, that is to say, whose 
primary purpose it is to guard the civil 
order, who are responsible for much of 
the chaos within it. 


That is the reason so many law stu­ 
dents are uneasy about the profession 
they will soon be practicing; soon, we 
pray, be reforming
